Some of tbe very few single standard 


gold men in Nevada have beencontend- 
tng that silver coins of the United 
States are token money redeemable in 
gold upon presentation at the United 
States Treasury. They argue that the 
Government maintains the parity of 
silver and gold by promising tore- 
deem silver ui gold 
As this idea pre- 


vails outside the State of Nevada A. \V. 
C. Weoks of \Vmterset,Io,v«, addressed 
;•. letter to tuo Secretary of the Tre.,s- 
ury at V.'ashiujjton m which he asked 
ilie Secretary to stitp; 


-1-The statute, i? any, which requires 


t:.e doverameiii; to redeem silver dol- 
lars with gold. 


"2-To state whether it is now or has 


ever been the practice to make such 
redemption." 


In the absence of Ssoretary Carlisle, 


Acting Secretary Curtis replied to Mr. 
Weeks: 


"Tbat there is no law or regulaUen 


of tbe Treasury Department 
which 


provides for the redemption of silver 
dollars or silver certificates in gold. 
Silver certificates are, according to 
thoir terms, redeemable in silver dol- 
lars only, while the litter being «U u'- 
ard coins of the United States, are jot 
redeemable in auy other form of money. 
I': has never been the practice of the 
Government to redeem silver dollars 
or silver certificates in gold. Both sil- 
ver dollars and silver certificates ;ire 
received by the Government, the snme 
as gold, in payment of all debts duo 
the United States." 


Ihe trouble with the Government is 


that it does not atinere to thepracfiv 
it ban established regarding silver c •>.- 
tifloates in redeeming greenback^ ;. id 
the Trsaaury notes of 1890. 
Theso 


notes state on their face that tL3j aro 
redeemable in coin. A standard dollar 
is coin just as much as a gold dolur, 
bat the Guverumeut invariably redeems 
the Treasury notes ia gold unless ibe 
holder of the note insists on having 
silver. The Government receives the 
silver dollars in payment of all debts 
clue the United States, but pays ils 
owii debts invariably in gold 


I in payment ofj all obligations, itjia not 
' taking advantage of anybody. It pays 
out what it is ready to receive back 
again on the same basin. But wben 
this government adopts the policy of 
receiving ita silver money in payment 
of any obligation to the government, 
but refuses to pay it out in satisfaction 
of obligations by the government, then 
it discredits its own coin and is itself 
the worst enemy of ita own money."

VIEWS. OF A MICHIGAN CONGRESSS- 


MAJf. 


Congressman Aitken of Michigan is 


visiting San Francisco. In an.inter- 
tarview with the Chronicle he is re-1 
ported as saying that he is not in favor 
of any tariff legislation at the ensuing jongec] 
session of Congress and he thinks the a^ thi 
majority of tho Republicans in the 
East hold the same view. He thinks a 
change in the tariff laws would dis- 
turb the business industries of the 
country, and a 'Republican tariff, if 
adopted would meet with a certain 
veto. 


Mr. Aitken is a silver man and be- 


lieves in independent action by the 
United States. He thinks there will ba 
considerable legislation on the finan- 
cial question when Congress convenes, 
but he does not believe there will be 
any legislation that will tend to retire 
the greenback from circulation. 


It appears that tbe Eastern idea of 


repudiating "tariff tinkering" prevails 
as far west as Michigan. In New York 
and New Jersey both parties declare 
against it- Had they done so before 
the passage of the McKinley bill, which 
increased duties above what they were 
in war times, there would be no occa 
sion for those engaged in wool growing 
and sugar making to complain, but to 
stop now when wool, hides and sugar 
are on the free list and the Eastern 
manufacturers are protected does not 
look like fair play. 


Unexpected Sensation — Trj Ing 
to 


Impeach •Witnesses. 


BAN FBANCISCO, October 1.—An un- 


expected sensation developed when the 
trial of Theodore Durrantwas resumed 
tins morning. Before the proceedings 
weie begun Judge Murphy said that ho 
had Leen informed last Friday that one 
of the jurors had been approached on 
the subject of the trial daring recess of 
the court. After commenting on the 
gravity ol the offense, which he said 
bordered on a serious crime, the Court 
.isked Juror J. G. Truman to take the 
stand. Mr. Trumnn said while he •was 
nding ia a street car last Thursday he 
was approached by H. J. McCoy, Gen- 
eral Secretary of tho Young Men's 
Christian Union. In speaking of the 
trial McCoy said to the juror, "If you 


i don't hang Durrant we will hang you." 
The statement of tho juror created a 
sensation in the court, not only on ac- 
count of tho objectionable rem.irk it- 
self, but on sccount^of the loc^l promi- 
nence of the offender. Mr. Truman 
said McCoy's remark had no effect on 
his mind whatever and that he was con- 
fident there was 110 intent to influence 
him. 
The Judge said the prominence 


of tho offender made tho offense more 
remarkable and he ordered McCoy to 
appear ia court next Wednesday and 
show MUSS why he ahorld not ba pun- 
ished for contempt.

Tbo animals will be healthier 
and you will make better beef and bet- 
ter mutton. The merchants of Reno will 
furnish the ealt to consumers and £ will 
sell to consumers at $16 per ton at the 
S. P. Depot. The salt w'll cost, the 
farmers 4 cents per ton of hay. The 
merchanto and farmers will all make 
money as all do who buy from me.
